London, February 13.—An amend- 


ment proposed by Richard Holt, 
eal, expressing regret that “in accord- 
ance with the decisions of the supreme 
war council at Versailles, prosecution 
of the military effort is to be the only 
immediate task of the government,” 
was rejected in the house of commons 
by a vote of 159 to 28. The minority 
was composed mainly of pacifists. 

Lord Hugh Cecil had declared that 
the adoption of the amendment would 
involve the resignation of the govern- 
ment. 

Lord Robert Cecil 
the British government is giving great 
attention to a “league of nations.” He 
added that he himself had prepared a 
scheme for it. 

Mr. Holt, in moving his amendment, 
asked the’ government whether Mr. 
Wilson’s four ‘propositions as a basis 
of reconstruction represented the policy 
of the British government and its Eu- 
ropean allies.: If the answer to both 
these questions was in the affirmative, 
he declared, it was the duty of the gov- 
ernment to reassemble the conference 
at Versailles or elsewhere and to make 
a clear and specific announcement 
jointly and separately to that effect. 
That would go a long way towards 
shortening the terrible trials confront- 
ing Europe.

SUNK IN THE PAST WEEK

Thirteen Were Vessels of 
1,600 Tons or More, and 
Six Were Under That Ton- 
nage--Three Fishing Craft 
Also Destroyed. 


Washington, February 13.—Ship ton- 
nage sunk by submarines in 1917 was 
mearly three times as great as the 
total of production in the United 
States and Great Britain during that 
year. ° 

This was disclosed today by the 
announcement of Andrew Bonar Law, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in the 
British house of commons that Great 
Britain produced only 1,163,474 tons of 
shipping last year. The output in the 
United States was 901,223 tons, a com- 
bined tonnage of 2,064,679, while sink- 
ings by submarines last year general- 
ly are reckoned at 6,000,000 tons. 

While complete figures on construc- 
tion in Japan, Italy, France and other 
nations in 1917 are not yet available, 
officials here do not believe their ag- 
gregate equaled that of the United 
States. If that is the case, submarine 
sinkings more than doubled all new

tonnage produced. 

Both American and British officials 
expect a very different story in 1918, 
however. The United States and Great 
Britain are speeding up their building 
programs and naval officials of both 
countries have confidently predicted 
that the submarine will be curbed this 
Secretary Daniels believes 
that effectual results will be obtained 
in the early summer. Admiral Sir John 
R. Jellicoe, former chief of the British 
naval staff, recently predicted that by 
next August it could be said that tne 
“submarime menace is killed.” How- 
ever, he predicted dark months before 


that time. 

The output. of ship tonnage in the 
United States in 1918 has been variously 
estimated at from 2,500,000 tons to 
4,000,000 tons, with shipping board of- 
ficials confident that at least 3,500,000 
tons will be completed. No estimate of 
Great Britain’s output has been re- 
ceived, but that country is expected 
to materially increase its 1917 figures.

New York, February 3.—(By As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Although under the good 
weather the terrain in France and 
Belgium is fast drying out and the Teu- 
tonic allies are continuing to pour 
thousands of troops to positions be- 
rg@nd the battle line, there still has been 
no indication that the enemy is ready 
to begin his much advertised offensive. 
Bombardments and patrol encounters 
along the entire front are still taking 


place as for many days past, but the 


roar of the big guns nowhere has 
reached that volume of drumfire, 
which iff the past always has heralded 
an infantry attack of great propor- 
tions. 

While the German reinforcements 
have been coming up, the entente 
commanders have not been lying idle 
and waiting for the offensive to be- 
gin. On the other hand, they every- 
where have strengthened their posi- 
tions to meet any emergency and 
optimism is expressed both from Brit- 
ish and French sources that should the 
Germans strike—no matter how early 
the moment—they will meet with most 
Stubborn resistance from gun and man- 
power. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
with the French headquarters says the 
French authorities consider that the 
total number of the enemy now fac- 
ing the French, British, American and 
Belgian troops or held in reserve ag- 
gregate 2,340,000 men. Recent state- 
ments from “the British “Witlitdfy au- 
thorities, in Great Britain have been 
to the effect that the prepontlerance 
of weight in both man and gun power 
still lies with the entente armies. 


GERMANS WATCH 
EVERY MOVEMENT 
BY ALLIED FORCES 


Grand Headquarters of the French 
army in France, February 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—German prepara- 
tions for their announced offensive on 
the allied front have not brought with 
them any relaxation of German vigi- 
lance or efforts to meet any possible 
attack from the allies. New concen- 
trations of German forces are gather- 
ing in the rear of their lines simulta- 
neously with the hard work which con- 
tinues on the front line positions, 
where a most formidable system of de- 
fenses has been erected during the win- 
ter months. 

Various authorities make widely dif- 
ferent estimates of the number of Ger- 
man @ivisions which may eventually 
be brébght into the line on this front. 
should the Germans decide to engage 
in battle on a large and decisive scale. 
The exact total of the German forces 
in the front line and in the immediate 
reserve is known to a unit. 

One hundred and twelve divisions oc- 
cupy the German front line facing the 
French, British, American and Belgian 
troops, while their immediate reserves 
total sixty-three divisions. (On the 
basis of 12,900 men in a German divi- 
sion, this would be 2,100,000 troops.) 

Possibly several additional divisions 
have reachtéd various points beyond the 
lines, but the fact has not been estab- 
lished with certainty.

Paris. February 13.—A big raid was 
supeted cut today by the French south- 
west of Butte Mesnil.

ine and many defenses and shelters 
were destroyed. 

This announcement was made by the 
war office in its regular communica- 
tion tonight, the text of which says: 

“In the Champagne, after brief artil- 
lery preparation, we carried out a big 
raid in the region south of MSHutte 
Mesnil, on a front of about twelve hun- 
dred meters. Our detachments pene- 
trated the German position as far as 
the third line, overthrew the enemy 
defenses and destroyed numerous 
shelters. We captured more than one 
hundred prisoners. 

“In the period from February 1 to 10 
our pilots brought down twenty-eight 
German airplanes, fourteen of which 
were entirely destroyed and the other 
fourteen seriously damaged. 

“Bastern Theater, February 12: Artil- 
lery actions occurred at the mouth of 
the Stuma, west of Doiran and north 
ef Monastir. Allied aviators success- 
fully bombarded Savjak, northwest of 
Seres, Kostovo, the railway between 
Strumnitza and Doran and enemy en- 
campments in the Cerna valley.” 

The French day report said: 

‘There was heavy artillery fighting 
im the region of Pinon and northwest 
of Rheims. The French carried out 
several succesful raids, east of Auberive 
and in the Vosges, and brought back 
prisoners. 

“East of Embermenil a German at- 
tempt against a small French post was 
without success. Everywhere else the 
night was calm. 

“German aviators last night threw 
down several bombs on Nancy. Three 
civilians were killed and five wounded.”

London, February 13.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer and 
government leader in the house of 
commons, replying to criticisms of the 
government with respect to its home 
policy, said that in 1917 the national 
service department had put into the 


‘army 820,645 additional men and placed 


in employment at home 731,000 men 
and 804,000 women. 

Referring to the food production, he 
said that the cereals produced in Eng- 
land in 1917 amounted to 850,000 tons 
and in addition the country had pro- 
duced an extra 3,000,000 tons of pota- 
toes. 

England, said the chancellor, was the 
only country in the war where there 


had not been a diminution in food 
production. A million additional acres 
were being put under the plow. This 
year 800,000 acres more had been culti- 
vated in England and 400,000 more in 
Scotland and _ Ireland. The total 
stocks of wheat in Great Britain at the 
end of December, 1917, exceeded those 
at the end of December, 1916, by one 
million quarters. 
The Building of Ships. 

In 1917 there was built in Great 
Britain 1,163,474 tons of shipping and 
170,000 tons were obtained from abroad. 
The chancellor explained that the pre- 
mier’s estimate of ship construction 
was not realized because the govern- 
ment had arranged to have a large 
quantity of tonnage built in America, 
but when America came into the war 
she preferred, as the British would 
have preferred, to take the tonnage 
herself. But the tonnage was there. 

Emphasizing the value of the. ship- 
ping controller’s work, Mr. Bonar Law 
said that, in epite of the diminution in 
ships and in spite of the fact that 
Great Britain had lent 1,500,000 gross 
tons for the use of her allies tn Sep- 
tember, October and November, the 
nation had actually imported the same 
amount as had been imported from 
February to April. 

It had been suggested, said the 
chancellor, that because America had 
entered the war Great Britain ought 
to have to spend less. America had 


given great help, not only to Great 
Britain’s allies, but to Britain herself, 
for which Britain could not be too 
grateful. But the pressure on the al- 
lies owing to the long continuance of 
the war had made the burden very 
great, and he was glad to say that 
this country had been able to give not 
less assistance to some of her allies 
because of the assistance of America. 
Mr. Bonar Law defended the present 
System of the government, pointing out 
that the war cabinet idea had een 
adopted by all the belligerents. He re- 
peated Premier Lloyd-George’s chal- 
lenge that if the house of commons did 
not have confidence in the government 
it ought to get a government which 
would carry on the work better than 
the present government. But wntil the 


house did this it. was the duty of the 
mémbers to avoid any criticism which 
would only be damaging. 

“IT have no more interest in this 


prime minister than I had in the last,” 


declared Mr. Bonar Law, “and I wish 
to see fair play for both. But I would 
rather see at the head of the govern-

New York City’s Debt 


Near Billion and Halt; 
Limit Is About Reached 


New York, February 13.—With a 
\gtoss funded debt of nearly a billion 
and a half dollars, New York City’s 
debt-inourring capacity has been ré 
duced to less than $18,500,000, Mayor 
John F.. Hylan reported to the board 
of aldermen today, and urged “ex- 
treme caution in embarking upon new 
municipal improvements.” 

This was the condition, the mayor 
said, when his administration went 
into office on January 1. The gross 
funded debt was $1,469,448,477, and the 
net funded debt §$1,020,671,102. He an- 
nounced that a most rigorous policy 
of economy and retrenchment was im- 
Pperative, and said no new improve- 
ments should be made except such as 
are vitally needed. 

The mayor blamed the administra- 


tion of Mayor Mitchel for the situa- 
tion, charging that it had left a 
“heritage of vast accumulated indebt- 
edness and disregard of the principles 
of economy.” He said the 1918 tax rate 
“because of the gross extravagance of 
the past” would be much higher. 


Referring to the heavy burdens now 
borne by all cities due to the war, the 
mayor said: 


to these already heavy burdens b 
causing the city, in a period of hig 
prices for materials and production, to 
enter upon new improvements and en- 
terprises, however meritorious they 
may be, that are not of immediate 
necessity and cannot be ne. 
without injury to the people until the 
end of the war.” 


FEATLESS MONDAYS 
SUSPENDED IN EAST 


| Garfield, However, May Put 


Order Again in Force if 
Conditions Get Bad. 


Washington, February 13.—@uspen- 
sion of the heatless Monday program 
in the east was announced today by 
Fuel Administrator Garfield with the 
reservation that it may be put back 
into force before the ten webks’ period 
expires if a return of bad weather 
brings another breakdown in railroad 
transportation. 

At the same time Dr. Garfield gave 
state fuel administrators full authority 
to continue the closing order in ter- 
ritory under their jurisdiction, if in 


their opinion circumstances demand it. 
Aside from New Engiand, it was said, 
there was little probability that it 
would remain in force anywhere. 

The heatiess Mondays were decreed 
by the fuel administration on January 
17 and four have been observed in all 
States east of the Mississippi except 
those south of Virginia. The order 
was enforced in the south on three 
Mondays, but was lifted there last 
week. 

A preferential coal distribution list 
established by the order remains in 
force as does the section providing for 
the order’s enforcement Fuel admin- 
istration officials believe that prefer- 
ential distribution, together with con- 
tinued operation of railroad embargoes 
by Director General McAdoo, will meet 
the fuel problem unless there is a re- 
turn of extremely bad weather. 

After a telephone conversation with 
Dr. Garfield, Director General McAdoo 
tonight gave out a statement indorsing 
the rescinding of the Monday closing 
order, but calling attention to the dan- 
ger of further transportation diffi- 
culties from winter weather and the 
~~ aac netessity of conserving 
coal. 

Because there are still six weeks 
of winter weather ahead, with the pos- 
sibilities of snow and blizzards to in- 
terfere with railroad operations, Mr. 
McAdoo said, there is still adequate rea- 
son for maintenance of railroad em- 
bargoes on non-essential commodities. 
A few weeks of good weather will re- 
store roads to normal conditions, he 
added, but even without this, “there 
is no ground for pessimism.” 

“Every pound of wnnecessary traf- 
fic that we can keep off the rail- 
roads during this period, and while 
the accumulated congestion of the past 
several months exists,” said the direc- 
tor general, ‘will help to restore nor- 
mal conditions that much more 
quickly.” 

Because of the lingering danger of 
fuel shortage before the winter is past, 
Director General McAdoo has frowned 
on the proposed general movement of 
troops from camps to participate in 
Washington birthday parades in citia 
February 22, unless the camps are very 
near the cities.

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170 AMERICANS LOST 
BY TUSCANIA SINKING 


That’s Washington’s Estimate. 
List of Rescued Not Yet 
Complete. 


Washington, February 13--War de- 
‘partment advices indicate that very few 
American soldiers lost their lives in the 
destruction of the liner Tuscania in ad- 
dition to the 164 reported today as 
buried on the Séottish coast. The lat- 
est reports place the American loss at 
not more than 170 of the 2,179 who 
were on board the ship, although the 
list of rescued still is far from com- 
plete. 

Seven additional survivors were offi- 
cially reported tonight, reducing the 
department’s list of those not recorded 
as saved to about 260. The Associated 
Press list of the unreported, made up 
by checking both official and unof- 
ficial advices against the Tuscania’s 


passenger list, was reduced to 171. 

The war department is exchanging 
daily long cablegrams with the em- 
bassy at ndon in an effort to com- 
fplete the survivors’ roll and untangle 
names garbled in transmission. In spite 
of the fact that only 260 of those on 
the passenger list are officially unac- 
counted Yor, the department has more 
than 270 names of survivors which it 
has been unable to decipher. About 
forty of these are supposed to be dupli- 
cations and as many more are names 
of meh of whom there is no record, 


GEORGIA BOY !S ILL 
IN SCOTCH FARM HOUSE. 


A Scotch Seaport, February 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—There are eight 
American survivors of the Tuscania still 
h+re too ill to leave, several of them atill 
dazed by their experiences. They are 
quartered in nearby farm houses and 
village hotels. These men are F. L 
Benefiel, E. L. Lystrom, Wilbur C, 
Nutt, Boyd KE. Hancock, E. EH. Harp- 
ham, Henry Schurting, James J. Col- 
well and F. A. Gocher. Boyd Hancock 
is from Thomasville, Ga. 

One American officer and fourteen 
men are still in a hospital at Glasgow. 

Up to Tuesday night, a week 
after the disaster, 171 victims of the 
ill-fated Tuscania had been laid to 
rest at different points on the Scottish 
coast. These were divided as follows: 

American, 131 identified and 33 un- 
identified; crew, four identified and 
three unidentified. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
co-operated with the American army 
officers in obtaining these figures, 
which go forward to Washington as the 
most accurate and complete list ob- 
tainable. The last seventeen of these 
bodies recovered—all Americans—were 
buried Tuesday afternoon, villagers 
again coming many miles in a down- 
pour of rain to pay their simple tribute 
to the American dead. The bodies were 
brought to the burial -place on one big 
motor truck, which was followed along 
the route several miles long by the 
squad of twenty-five khaki-clad Ameri- 
can survivors and the village mourners. 
One of the villagers carried the Union 
Jack, while an Ameritan soldier held 
aloft the Stars and Stripes. 

At the graveside the American sol- 
diers sang the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
followed by the natives singing “God 
Save the King.” The usual military 
salute was then fired, ending the cere- 
mony. 

Temporary fences have been built 
around the graves to be replaced by a 
permanent enclosure as soon as the ma- 
terials can be brought to these deso- 
late shores. A British colonel who has 
worked day and night since the disas- 
ter helping the Americans bury their 
dead announced today that the people 
of the nearby countryside had started 
a public subscription to erect a per- 
manent monument to the Americans. 


STATUE OF BUCHANAN 
CAUSES SHARP FIGHT 


Washington, February 13.—For three 
hours today the house debated a reso- 
lution to permit the erection in a 
Washington park of a statue of James 
Buchanan, for which Mrs. Harrie f Lane 
Johnson, a niece of President Buchan- 
an, willed $100,000. No vote was reach- 
ed, and opposition from the republic- 
ans on the ground that Buchanan ren- 
dered no signal service to the nation, 
led the democrats tq charge that a po- 
litical fight was being made. Former 
Speaker Cannon, appearing with his 
arm in a siing as a result of a fall 
some weeks ago, urged adoption of the 
resolution, declaring that Buchanan 
was, “after all, president of the United 
States.”

Canadian Army Headquarters in 
France, February 13.—(By Canadian 
Press, Ltd.)—After three years and a 
half of war Canada is entering upon 
the spring campaign stronger in men 
and material and guns than at any 
previous timé. The Canadians are 
es a larger front than ever be- 
ore. 

While military regulations prevent 
any extensive statement from the field 
as to developments it may be said 
that one effect of the recent increase 
in forces has been to add materially to 
the rifle strength in the line.

SOUTHERN RED CROSS 
SHIPS MANY SUPPLIES 


That the southern division, American 
Red Cross, is doing its share in mak- 
ing and shipping supplies to France 
and the army camps in this country 
is shown by the report given out by 
the bureau of supplies, of which Lind- 
sey J. Hopkins is director, showing 
the scope of operations for the month 
of January. 

The report shows that 1,220 boxes 
of supplies were shipped to Red Cross 
chapters from the division warehouse 
during this one month; that 451 boxes 
of raw material were received for dis- 
tribution; that 1,214 boxes and pack- 
ages of finished dressings and gar- 
ments were received from chapters; 
that 1,484 boxes were inspected; 3,507 
pieces of mail were received; 2,092 or- 
ders were written: 1,014 letters were 
written, and 1,453 invoices were made 
to the amount of $82,518.06. 

In addition to this 876 standard ‘box- 
es were packed containing 630,523 ar- 
ticles. Three hundred and ninety-six 
boxes were shipped to various canton- 
ments, and 509 standard boxes were 
shipped for export containing 581,721 
articles. 


The work during January was not 
heavier than usual, so that this report 
shows the average monthly business 
conducted by the bureau of supplies and 
the number of articles made by the 
women of the southern division.

Coming Next Month, 


Publicity Director for First 
Loan Says Third Will Be 
Larger Than Others--Now 
Member Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


The soil is fertile for the planting of 
the third Liberty loan, according to 
Robert W. Woolley, the man who was 
in charge of publicity for the first Joan 
and who is now stopping at the Pied- 
mont hotel. He also believes that the 
third Liberty loan will be called for 
within the month and will be larger 
than the previous ones, 

Mr. Woolley is in Atlanta for the 
purpose of conducting a hearing of the 
interstate commerce commission for the 
adjustment of rates in the southeast, 
wh opened its session Monday, with 
testimony on the Virginia cities cases, 
and proceeded through Tuesday and 
Wednesday with testimony on the Bir- 
mingham-Memphis cases and others. 
The general hearing will in all proba- 
bility continue through anéther week. 

Predicts Successful Loan. 

In addition to his connection with the 
meeting of the commission now being 
held in the city Mr. Woolley’s presence 
here is of local and state-wide inter- 
est, owing to his prominence in the af- 
fairs of the nation, his record of serv- 
ice with the democratic party and the 
Wilson administration and his wide ac- 
quaintanceship throughout Georgia. 

The third Liberty loan is of especial 
interest to Mr. Woolley. ‘He predicts 
an immediate success for this coming 
campaign. However, he clearly states 
that those in charge will find the cam- 
paign not altogether devoid of heart- 
breaking work. 

“The third Liberty loan campaign 
will be easier than the first one,” he 
Said Wednesday night. “That first 
crop of bonds was hard to get, because 
the seeds of patriotism and better busi- 
ness were new and hard to sprout and 
the ground was unfurrowed and unfer- 
tilized. 

“Still,” he added, “that first campaign 
was good, the next one better and now 
comes the best.” 

Began as Newspaper Man. 

Mr. Woolley began his career several 
years ago aS a newspaper man. Later, 
as a special writer, he became identi- 
fied with presidential policies, and dur- 
ing President Wilson's first campaign 
for the presidency he was chosen as 
chief of the bureau of publicity. From 
this he became director of the United 
States mint at Washington. He resign- 
ed this position in July, 1916, to become 
at the president’s request, chairman of 


second presidential campaign. 

It was during this campaign that he 
gained nation-wide fame, and it was 
shortly after Mr. Wilson's second elec- 
tion that Mr. Woolley visited Atlanta 
while touring the country to make up 
a deficit in the appropriation for the 
democratic campaign. 

On October 4 of the past year he was 
appointed a member of the interstate 
commerce commission by the president 
to fill the vacancy left by the death of 
Judge Clements, of Georgia.

There has been too Much of it; and it 
should stop. 

Criticism and suggestions are all right, 
properly delivered. “But when they are de- 
livered in fiery language from the housetops, 
where every Hun who runs may -fead, they 
are not properly delivered. 

Secretary Baker has expressly requested 
that his attention be called to any fault in 
the management of affairs under his control 
that makes itself apparent to any citizen— 
congressman or otherwise—in order that a 
remedy may be found and applied. But the 
senator or the private citizen, however high 
his position or however prominent, who pro- 
claims to the whole world that “I have been 
told,” or “reliably informed” that such-and- 
such weak conditions exists in our defenses

CHROMIDROSIS. 

We have recently discussed hyperidrosis 
—-excessive swegting; and bromidrosis—odor- 
ous sweating. Chromidrosis is colored sweat- 
ing. 

Yellow, greenish, red, blue and black 
sweat has been noted in many instances, 

Dr. Prentiss reported a case in which 
the light blond hair of a young 
changed to almost jet black in a single 
from profuse. colored 
by 'Bilocarpin. Dr. Hyde exhibited at a medi- 
cal meeting a lock of hair from the head of 
a middle-aged man whose hair changed from 
gray to yellowish~brown in one night of pro- 
fuse sweating. 

Red and yellow sweating are 
to the presence of certain harml bacteria, 
especially in the armpits. robably many 
instances of bluish black sweating are 
similarly explained. Sometimes, however, 
blue sweat is due to indican, a product of 
protein putrefaction “in the intestine or in 
some focus of pus-formation im the body. 

Red sweat, of bacterial origin, as above 
explained, has frightened superstitious people 
who believed it to be bloody sweat.

The Dose of Antitoxin. 

Please tell me what w@uld be considered 
the maximum safe dose of antitoxin to ad- 
minister to a six-year-old child with diph- 
theria.

ANSWER—The maxi um limit is hard to 
name. LMasier to say at the larger the 
first does the safer the child will be from 
the evil effects of unneutralized diphtheria 
poison (toxin). Anything from ten thousand 
units up to fifty thousand units is an avefage 
first dose. The serious element is that there 
may be 200,000 units of toxin demanding 
neutralization. «It is immaterial how large 
the dose, Only 80 enough is given to neutralize 
all the poi@jn. Any excess would be as harm- 
jess as sO wmuch beef broth. It is scarcely 
worth whflé to administer legs than ten thou- 
sand unite a dose to a very young child.

Ten enlisted men from the infantry in a 
Georgia camp passed through Washington 
last night for Governor’s Island. They 
reached the capital city shortly after 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, and had to remain 
until midnight. Consequently they had sev- 
eral hours to go and do as they pleased. 

The first thing, after checking their bar- 
racks bags, was to march from the terminal 
station up Pennsylvania avenue to. Fifteenth 
street—a pretty long distance. The de- 
partments were out for the day, the street 
cars were handling, as. usual, about one- 
fourth of the normal traffic, and the famous. 
old avenue, therefore, “was crowded with 
pedestrians. The first thing they did was 
to salute a couple of “majors,” who glanced 
at them rather contemptyously and failed to 
acknowledge the military courtesy that ap- 
plies to officers as well as privates. 

Afid then they met a “captain,” and then 
a bunch of rapidly moving khaki-clad men 
with single silver bars on their shoulders. 
And then more captains, and more first lieu- 
tenants! And then a sidewalk full of impor- 
tant-looking young “soldiers” who carried 
the single gold bars of second leutenants. 

And so on. The southern privates, true 
to their military training, kept on saluting 
and the more they saluted the more “offi- 
cers” there were in the wake, emerging from 
everywhere, from the hotels, cafes, cigar 
stores, picture shows and stores, to be sa- 
luted.

MADE IN COLLUSION. 

London, February 13,—The recent 
speeches of Count von Hertling and 
Count Czernin were a qollusive perform- 
ance between the.two statesmen in- 
tended to drive a wedge between the 
allies, rather than to secure peace, Earl 
Curzon, government leader in the house 
of lords, declared in a debate in the 
house of lords on the address to the 
throne. No attempt, he said, had been 
nade to meet the minimum demands of 
the allies. Earl Curzon added: 

“The most critical times ‘that have 
ever confronted this country are in 
front of us. .But I do not think the 
position is at all dangerous and our 
military advisers do not think it is. 
At the same time we shall have to put 
every ounce of effort into thg common 
cause. If we do that I atin confident 
we will win and thus save ¢ivilization.” 


WAR OUTLOOK BETTER, 
SAYS ITALY’S PREMIER. 


Rome, February . 13.—Enthusiastic 
applause and cheers for America met 
the declaratian of Premier Oplando at

Premier Orlando reviewed the Ver- 
sailles conference and pointed out that 
so far as Italy was concerned the con- 
tinuation of the war was no longer 4 
matter of choice. but necessity.

yerable report and today Surgeon 
General Gorgas submitted a memoran- 
dom calling attention to insanitary 
conditions prevailing and stating that 
the health of the men was endangered 
by over-crowding and bad drainage. 

Camp Greene originally was selected 
as a4 national guard training camp 
site, but now is occupied by regular 
troops. The war department is not in- 
clined to release any camp site it now 
has, as there is a growing need for 
additional training centers. 

Although sick rates are not notably 
and measles and pneumonia cases 
appeared on the decline at the last 
health report the surgeon general sug- 
gests to the secretary that insanitary 
conditions mentioned in his memoran- 
dum should be corrected at once “to 
prevent increased sickness and mortal- 
ity which may result from their con- 
tmuance.” 

The chief reason given by General 
Gorgas for the insanitary conditions is 
the wet weather and character of the 
soil, and the temporary nature of the 
camp. Knee deep mud has interfered 
with the removal of garbage and there 
has not been enough fuel for burning 
it, he says. 

Limited facilites for heating water 
or bathing has resulted in men be- 
coming dirty. Water from kitchens, 
baths and latrines, the memorandum 
says, is removed by ditches, surface 
drainage or stands in pools. The char- 
acter of the soil, it says, will make it 
slow to dry out, and flies and other 
inganitary conditions may be expected 
with the coming of warm weather. 


PUT BOLO 10 DEATH, 
URGES THE PROSECUTOR 


Court-Martial Assumes Tragic 
Aspect—Verdict Likely 
Tonight. 


Paris, February 13.—As M. Mornet, 
prosecutor in the case against Bolo 
Pasha, charged with treason, developed 
his case this afternoon he frequently 
punctuated his arguments with the em- 
phatic request, “I demand a sentence of 
death.” , 
The court-martial for the first time 
assumed that tragic aspect which char- 
acterizes all court-martials and which 
heretofore in the preseft case has been 
lacking owing to the presence of styl- 
ishly-dreased men and women and the 
levity of some of the witnesses and at 
times of the accused himself. 

Bolo Pasha’s personality paled into 
insignificance as M. Mornet unraveled 
the tangled German intrigue: involving 
prominent personages in many coun- 
tries and extending over two worlds. 
“This is only one instance of treason in 
France,” said M. Mornet. “This is mere- 


ly the first chapter. Other chapters 
will follow.” ° 


Evidence From United States. 


The evidence from the United States 
appeared to be the strongest card of 
the prosecutor and on it he dwelt at 
length. M. Mornet rebuked Monsignor 
Bolo, brother of the accused man for 
suggesting that the American evidence 
was manufactured and false. Count von 
Bernstorff, former German ambassador 
to the United States: Adolph Paven- 
stedt, once head of the Amsinck bank- 
ing house in New York, and who is ina 
Georgia internment camp: Gottlieb von 
Jagow, former German foreign secre- 
tary: Hugo Schmidt, former agent in 
New York of the Deutsche bank, who 
also is interned in the United States; 
Senator Charles Humbert.and William 
Randolph Hearst, an American pub- 
lisher, were mentioned by name by the 
prosecutor in his address, but he avoid- 
ed any personal mention of Joseph Cail- 
laux, a former French prime minister. 

M. Mornet’s summing up made a 
good impression during the first few 
hours, but as night fell and the court 
room became sombre interest waned, 
members of the court even apparently 
not paying close attention until M. 
Mornet made passionate plea for capi- 
-_ punishment at the close of his ad- 
ress. 


Cyes of Allies on France. 


After saying that France had es- 
caped the gravest danger since the 
Marne, M. Mornet closed as follows: 

“The eyes of our allies are on us. 
In the eyes of France we are judging 
a man who attempted to do in France 
what has been accomplished in Rus- 
sia. We must show no weakness. Th 
world is fighting for its liberty an 

in expectancy. 

“In times of peace I have stood here 
many times ing the death penalty 
fér a miserable individual guilty of 
murdér, and it was not without a 
twinge of regret. But today without 
pity or mercy, but with a sense of 
stern duty to my country and our allies 
I ask for death.” 

Bolo Pasha, who wept when he was 
defended by his brothersand his for- 
mer wife, sneered at M. .Mornet’s plea. 
He never moved as his accuser relent- 
lessly attacked him. ~~ 

Before the closing of M. Mornet’s 
address word was brought in that the 
civil court had refused Boto’s request 
for an oe of his first mar- 
riage, thereby bnvicting him of 


wigeey. 
t was a bad day for Bolo, but he 
smiled and bowed as nonchalantly as 
ever ds he disappeared between his 
two guards into his cell. 

The verdict is expected to be ren- 
dered late tomorrow night.

~— WLURGE SENDING 
~ SOLDERS TO FARMS 


- Commissioners of Agriculture 
in Memphis Meet—Will Ask 
| Leave for Farmer Soldiers. 


A movement ‘which will possibly re- 
sult in sending back to the farms sol- 
diers from the camps and cantonments 
who formerly worked on farms, in or- 
der that the shortage in labor may be 


relieved to a certain extent during the 
planting of the coming crop, has been 
given impetus by Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown, who has com- 
municated his idea to a number of in- 


terested porns and organizations with 
the result that a meeting is now pro- 


posed for Februa 20, to be held in 
Memphis, Tenn., ok the matter will 
be taken up in detail. 


Mr. Brown recognizes the fact that 
a serious labor shortage faces the coun- 
try, and in view of the food crisis that 
concerns the military as well as the 
civil heads of the country, he believes 
that every effort should be made to 
relieve the acute condition in order 
that as large an acreage may be plant- 
ed to foodstuff as possible. 

A letter received from Frank 8. Gard- 
mer, secretary of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation, upon the 
question of the shortage of labor for 
farms in the country, elicited from 
Commissioner Brown a reply that set 
forth the idea of asking for leave of 
absence for soldiers, in order that they 
may be utilized on the farms. 

The same idea was entertained, by 
G. W. Koiner, commissioner of agri- 
culturé for Virginia, who wired Mr. 
Brown, asking if he will attend a meet- 
ing to be held in Memphis the 20th of 
this month at®which time and place 
the matter securing soldiers for farm 
work will gone into. 

Commissioner Brown answered the 
invitation of Commissioner Koiner in 
the affirmative, and he expects to be 
present at the Memphis meeting.

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 16 to 24 points in response to the 
decline in Liverpool over the three-day 
adjournment and Liverpool selling or- 
ders. Thig selling constituted the chief 
pressure, but it was partly attributed 
to hedging against spot purchases, and 
it was well absorbed around the initial 
figures, with southern spot firms 
among the buyers. 

The foreign selling tapered off as 
soon as the English market closed, and 
rallies during the middle of the day 
were encouraged by the probable elim- 
ination of heatliess Mondays, the bullish 
average of spot advices and reports, 
particularly from the eastern belt, that 
the acreage was likely to be reduced 
owing to fear of boll weevil, scarcity 
of labor and the necessity for large 
food crops. March rallied from 30.06 
to 30.22, while July sold up from 28.88 
to 29.15, and new crop deliveries work- 
ed about 7 to 13 points net higher.

Strangler Lewis’ Headlock 
Wins Over Doc Roller in 
Straight Falls — Danger- 
ously Near Strangle.

brute strength, as shown by Ed 
Strangler” Lewis, was victorious over 
scientific wrestling, as exhibited by Dr, 
B. I’. Roller, at the Auditorium-Armory 
last night before a splendid audience 
of fans. 

Using the headlock, Lewis won over 
Roller in straight falls, the first fall 
coming after 54 minutes 7 seconds; the 
second after about 17 minutes, the of- 
ficial time not being announced. 

Roller was the favorite with the fans 
and the physician-wrestler earned many 
new friends by his clever work. As one 
fan so tersely expressed it: “Roller is 
giving me $1.25 worth of the $1.50 I 
paid to see the show.” 

Looked Like Strangle. 

Last night was our first introduction 
to the headlock and those objectors to 
the hold, have our sympathies and sup- 
port. We fail to see wherein this hold 
elevates the 

It’ is too dangerously near the 
strangle hold, in our opinion, to be 
permitted, and there were many among 
the audience who thought that Lewis 
accomplished his. two falls with a 
strangle hold. - 

The strangle hold was barred by 
agreement. But Referee Boyer was 
forced to break Lewis’ hold when it 
gave this indication on two occasions, 
and immediately thereafter, he fasten- 
ed on the headlock on the then weak- 
ened Roller and accomplished the falls. 

That is so closely allied to the 
strangle, makes it difficult for one to 
judge whether or not it is applied 
legally. There was considerable doubt 
among many of those present concern- 
ing the holds that accomplished the de- 
feat of Roller and we heard many 
fans pro and con, it being 50-50 on this 
question, 


Roller Better Wrestler. 


It is not always the best team that 
wins. This has been heard about pen- 
nant races many times. This was the 
case last night. The best wrestler did 
not win the match. Brute strength, and 
a ability to fasten on a puntshing hold, 
did. 

Roller’s exhibition of wrestling was 
superb. If there was a hold in the 
category of wrestling that he did not 
show we failed to see it. The beauty 


e. 


of his work was his breaking of holds 
by Lewis, only to instantly fasten some 
hold. onto the Strangler. 

His’ wrist lock, which he fastened 
on while the men were on theif feet 
had Lewis in trouble several times, 
while this coupled with a body scissors 
had Lewis in danger of being thrown 
several times; but the younger man 
ways always able to work himself free 
aftersahard efforts: 

Roller’s exhibition proved to our 
mind this fact: If the headlock was 
barred, Lewis could not throw Doc 
from now until doomsday, regardless 
of the fifteen years difference in their 
ages. Doc is a finished wrestler. He 
knows all the tricks of the game. 


Headlock Only Hold. 


The headlock seems to be the only 
hold that Lewis possesses. He failed 
to show or to make an effort to fasten 
on any other hold, being caqntent to 
be on the defensive throughout, though 
Roller’s offensive tactics probably 
would have kept him there had he not 
so wished it. Then he would await 
his opportunity and fasten on the head- 
lock. 

Roller broke the locks repeatedly, 
‘but they always left him in a weaker 
condition and Lewis finally put his 
shoulders to the mat with the punish- 
ing hold. 

We're not any- more set against 
Lewis’ headlock than we are against 
any of the other holds of a punishing 
nature. 

Why should'the strangle hold be bar- 
red, when this headlock is the same 
kind of a hold It punighes, it cuts 
short one’s breathing powers. It ac- 
complishes the same _ result as the 
strangle. If one should be barred the 
other should. 

We're against any of the punishing 
holds, holds that would result in broken 
body or limb, or even death, unless the 
defensive man relinquishes his right 
to fight for the purse. 

We ask a fair question: Wherein lies 
the sport of such performance?

Women and Qthers Tell of the 


Struggle to Keep Soul 
and Body Together. 


Chicago, February 13.—Witness testi- 
fied at the meat packers’ wage arbi- 
tration hearing before Judge Samuel 
Alschuler today that the life of stock 
yards laborers who reside in the district 
known as “Back of the Yards’ is a bit- 
ter struggle for existence. | 

Mrs. Rosalie Bobek, a widow of ten 
days and the mother of three children, 
said her husband worked for Wilson 
& Co. in the Chicago stock yards for 
. geVeral years before he died as thé 
result of falling downstairs at home. 
She carried her 3-year-old boy to the 


witness stand with her, and gazed at | 


the arbitrator through tear-dimm 
eyes as she told her story with the aid 
of an interpreter. 

* The woman said her husband earned 
from $7 to $10 a week when he first 
went to work in the killing department 
of Wilson & Co. Later he was promoted 
to wheeling a truck on the loading 
platform and earned more, but never as 
much as $20 until the week before he 
died when he worked eighty hours and 
received $23. 

When her children had measles she 
did not have money enough to have a 
doctor and when her husband died she 
had to rely on friends to pay his funeral 
expenses, she testified. 

Never Saw Picture Show. 


In answer to questions by Attorney 
Frank P. Walsh, she said she had never 
attended a theater, moving picture 
show. a picnic or other form of amuse- 
ment since she lived “Back of the 
Yards.” She never even went for street 
ear rides to public parks, because she 
could not afford it, she said. She had 
never seen Lake Michigan, nor béen to 
Lincoln Park, though she had been in 
Chicago six years, it was brought out. 

The woman testified that her husband 
never earned enough money in the stock 
vards to clothe and feed the family. 
“Mrs. Anna C. McQuillan, whose hus- 
band is an organizer for the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, but formerly 
worked in the stock yards, as a lard 
inspector for $110 a month; testified 
that she was never able to live decent- 
ly with her three children on her hus- 
band’s salary. She read a statement 
of the living expense of a family of 
five prepared by an .official of one of 
the stock yards labor unions. It to- 
* taled $1,288.84 for the year and after 
inspecting it carefully the witness said 
no, family of five could live decently 
on that sum under the present high 
cost of living. It allowed $20 a month 
for rent, $60 for fuel and $50 to clothe 
the mother and children. 

She said the estimate made no al- 
lowance for doctors’ bills, the educa- 
tion of the children or for the upkeep 
of the home. 

All the time her husband worked for 
the packers, she said, it was a struggle 
to provide the actual necessities for 
the family. 

Mr. Walsh said the average wages of 
a stock yard employee at 27% cents an 
hour, working every day, would be 
$825.50. 

Feod and Clething Not Possible. 

Rey. Louis W. Grudzinski, pastor of 
St. John’s Roman Catholic church, one 
of the largest parishes “Back of the 
Yards,” said the average family con- 
sisted of six or seven children and 
it was impossible on the wages re- 
ceived to provide proper food and 
clothing. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he had noted the welfare work be- 
ing done by the packing plants. He 
found the women employees provided 
with lockers, rest rooms, with -nurses 
and physicians in attendance, and lunch 
rooms where meals were served at rea- 
sonable prices. There was also an 
emergency hospital. F 

Agnes Nestor, president of the Na- 
tional Women’s Trade Union league, 
and the only woman member of the ad- 
visory council named by Secretary of 
Labor Wilson, made a plea for an 
éight-hour day and equal pay for men 
and women performing the same work. 
She said the minimum pay for men at 
the stock yards was 27% cents an hour, 
while the minimum wage for women 
was 20 cents an hour. She declared

Washington, February 13.—General 
Pershing has recommended to the war 
department that the number of chap- 
lains in the army be increased for the 
war to an average of three for each 
regiment with an additional number as- 
signed in order to be available for 
such detached duty as may be required. 

While the conduct of the expedition- 
ary forces has been excellent, the gen- 
eral said, fortitude borne of great cour- 


‘age and lofty spiritual ideals is re- 


quired to overcome entirely conditions 


found in France, and it is his desire 
to surround the men with the best in- 
fluence possible. It is his purpose, he 
added, to give the chaplain corps def- 
inite and responsible status and to out- 
line, direct and enlarge their work 
into co-operative and useful aid to the 
troops. 

The present law provides only one 
chaplain for each regiment, but there 
is pending in congress a bill increasing 
that number to one for each 1,200 men 
in. all branches of the military estab- 
lishment. The measure has the approv- 
al of the war department, and admin- 
istration leaders have urged its early 
passage. 

“In the fulfillment of its duty to the 
nation,” said General Pershing’s ca- 
blegram, made public tonight, “much is 
expected of our army and nothing 
should be left undone that will help 
in keeping it in the highest state of 
efficiency. 

“I believe the personnel of the* army 
has never been equalled and the con- 
duct has been excellent, but to over- 
come entirely the conditions found here 
requires fortitude borne of great cour- 
age and lofty spiritual ideals. Count- 
ing myself responsible for the welfare 
of our men in every respect, it is my 
desire to surround them with the best 
influence possible. In the fulfillment 
of this solemn trust it seems wise 
to request the aid of the churches at 
home, 

“To this end it is recommended that the 

number of chaplains in the army be 
increased for the war to an average 
of three per.regiment with assimilated 
rank of major and captain in due pro- 
portion and that a number assigned 
in order to be available for such de- 
tached duty as may be required. Men 
selected should be of the highest char- 
acter with reputations well established 
as sensible, practical, active ministers 
or workers accustomed to dealing with 
young men. They should be in vigor- 
ous health, as their services will be 
needed under most trying circum- 
stances. Appointees should, of course, 
be subjected to discharges for ineffi- 
cency like other officers of the national 
army. 

“It is my purpose to give the chap- 
plains’ corps through these forces a 
definite and responsible status and to 
outline, direct and enlarge their work 
into co-operative and useful aid to the 
troops.”

60,000 MORE BEDS NEEDED 
IN THE ARMY HOSPITALS 


Washington, February 3.—-BSixty 
thousand beds, in addition to those aj- 
ready established in government gen- 
eral hospitals, must be provided before 
next winter to care for wounded sol- 
diers and sailors. Surgeon General Gor- 
gas has recommended their establish- 
ment to the adjutant general. Under 
the surgeon general's plan, each gen- 
eral hospital, when completed, will-have 
between 1,500 and 2,500 beds. Recom- 
mendations will be made shortly for 
the establishment of a general hospital 
organized as a colony for the treatment 
of men suffering from epilepsy. 

Under the policy so far recommended, 
the insanee will be treated in special 
wards at the Walter Reed hospital, 
Washington, and at hospitals which 
are to be located at Fort McPherson, 
Ga.; Fort Sam Houston, Texas; Fort 
Des Moines, Iowa, and the Letterman 
general hospital at San Francisco. The 
general hospital at Baltimore will be 
used for the special treatment of the 
blind and deaf and certain forms of 
traumatic speech defects. 

‘On present evidence all other -pres- 
ent reconstruction work and inal 
treatment can be done in general hos- 
pitals,’” says General Gorgas. “It is 
therefore recommended that authori- 
zation be given to establish that work 
in the follewing named general hos- 
pitals. 

“Asheville, N. C.: Augusta, Ga.; Lake 
City, Fla.; Walter Reed, Washington; 
Fort McHenry, Maryland; Fort Des 
Moines, Iowa; Cape May, N. J.: Dans- 
ville, N. Y.; Excelsior Springs, Mo.; As 
bury Park, N. J.; Spring Lake, N. J.; 
Warnerville, Pa: Swampscott, Mass.; 
Cincinnati, Ohio; Chicago, and Colonia, 
New Jersey.”

The association, whose headquarters 
are in New York city, is made up of 
some sixty branches, north and south, 
with a membership of about 10.000. 


Town Quiet After Burning. 


Estill Springs, Tenn., February 13.— 

The;charred body of Jim MclIlherron, 
negro who was burned to death near 
here last night, was removed from its 
pyre today by relatives, and outwardly 
the town appeared normal tonight. 
_ There had been some talk of wreak- 
ing’ vengeance on the son of G. W. 
Lynch, a negro preacher, who was kill- 
ed by a posse which caught MéIlher- 
ron, but no attempt had been made to- 
night to carry out the threat. MclIlher- 
ron had killed two men and wounded a 
third and the preacher was said to 
have helped him escape. 

Names of the masked men, supposed 
to be twelve in number, who carried out 
the torturing and burning, have not 
been mentioned = publicly, although 
there is the usual talk of their being 
known.

McIiherron was captured ‘yesterday 
and brought here by a posse, from 
which he was taken by the mob. A 
crowd upwards of a thousand persons 
was present, among them being a wom- 
an relative of one of McIlherron’s vic- 
tims, who, it was said, became hysteri- 
cal and abused the negro’ while she 
cried for a pistol to shoot him. Scores 
of persons filed by as the negro lay 
on the ground at the place where he
